Messrs. Howell and Egleston went to 
Mayor Mims and ‘laid the matter before 
him. 

Acting . on their suggestion, a letter 
signed by the two councilmen and the 
alderman from that ward was sent to 
the mayor laying the matter before him 
and formally requesting him to recon- 
sider his action. Mayor Mims addressed 
‘a reply to the signers of the letter in 
which he expressed his willingness to 
make an exception in the case of Forrest 
avenue and to approve the franchise 
which he had originally vetoed, at the 
same time setting forth that such action 
was not to be regarded as a precedent. 

Fourth Warders Meet. 

As soon yesterday afternoon as the 
mayor's willingness to reconsider his ac- 
tion became known, a meeting of the 
fourth ward citizens was called to take 
some appropriate action in the matter. 
The meeting took place at the office of 
Charles T. Hopkins and was attended 
by a large gathering of prominent prop- 
erty owners living in the fourth ward. 
Clark Howell was especially ifivited to be 
present. 

Charles T. Hopkins, chairman fof the 
fourth ward committee, presided at the 
meeting. As soon as he outlined what 
had been done and stated that the For- 
rest avenue franchise was now assured, 
great enthusiasm was displayed. After 
stating that the amicable settlement of 
the question was largely due to Mr. How- 
ell, Mr. Hopkins proposed that he be 
given a vote of thanks. Ths vote was 
exrressed in a hearty and enthusiastic 
menner. 

Mr. Howell replied briefly. He stated 
that it was largely due to the personal 
efforts of Mr. Egleston that the matter 
had been presented to Mayor Mims in 
such a Hght as to meet his approval. 
He paid a high compliment to Mayor 
Mims and stated that he had been act- 
uated by motives which he considered 
solely for the city’s good. 

Mr. Howell concluded by saying that 
he and Mr. Egleston had acted in the 
matter solely because of a desire to 
eee the bitter factional fights that have 
been waged in the city for some months 
past stopped and the existing differ- 
ences settled in such a way as to bring 
harmony out of discord. 

Mr, Howell's remarks were greeted with 
applause. 

After Mr. Howell left a committee 
consisting of W. S. Thomson, Thomas 
Peters, J. R. Nutting, J. F. Beck and 
Charlies Hopkins was appointed to draft 
a formal resolution of thanks to Messrs, 
Egleston and Howell. 

Appreciation of Mayor Mims’s action 
was evidenced in a resolution of thanks 
which met with warm approval. 

A letter was then drafted requesting 
Mayor Mims to call a special meeting of 
council to act on the matter. Another 
committee was appointed to take charge 
of certain items of expense that had 
been incurred. The meeting then became 
informal. Several speeches were made. 
in each of which the mayor’s action was 
warmly praised. Altogether the occasion 
was one of utmost good feeling and en- 
thusiasm. ,

“We feel sure that if. you undcrstcol 
the exceptional conditions surrounding «he 
necessity for the granting. of this fran- 
chise to the Atlanta Rapid Transit Com- 
pany for the period as covered by the 
general charter of that company, that, 
viewing the matter purely as an excep: 
tional case and not applyirg the principle 
of vour inaugural address, you wiil con- 
sent to the granting of this franchise as 
asked for. 

“In the first place, it is the unanimous 
sentiment of the people directly Interested 
in this service and in the territory into 
which the proposed lire is to be built, 
that this franchise should be granted. 

“We do not mean by this to say tliat 
the people of the territory interested do 
not approve the general principle of your 
argument that all franchises should be 
granted for short rather than long terms; 
indeed, many of the people of our ward 
orenly take the position that. viewjuz the 
matter from the standpoint of a general 
principle, you are correct; but, without 
exception, that you 2zre wrong:‘in apply- 
ing such genera] principle to the condi- 
tion which, on account of its peculiar sur- 
roundings, should’ be viewed purely as an 
exceptional case. 

“Let us call your attention to the fact 
that this is not, nor can it evér be, a 
ynain trunk line--it is simply a side line, 
affecting only six blocks, and yet a line 
which, if constructed, will present to the 
people of the ward an opportunity to 
reach the center of the city by a much 
rrore convenient and agreeable route than 
is now offered them in an indirect route, 
which brings them to the center of the 
city, but at a considerable loss of time 
and distance. 

‘“‘As representatives of this ward, and in 
a purely frienJly spirit, we urge that you 
toke up t4ois matter again for considera- 
tion, regarding it purely as an exceptional 
case. We do not ask you to surrender 
any principle; cn the other hand, we 
agree with you in the general principle 
that the city should receive substantial 
return for its franchises, either through 
a direct tax or by the ultimate guarantee 
that in time the city will be compensated 
for the use of its streets. 

“Tf the Forrest avenue franchise askol 
for a trunk line, or if it represented a 
main artery of transportation to the cen- 
ter of the city, we would not thus impor- 
tune you, as we recognize the wisdom of 
your argument as applied to such condi- 
tions. Our point is, that this being purely 
a side line—not much more than a side 
track—it should be considered in connec- 
tion with its exceptional features, and as 
such should not be measured by the prin- 
ciple enunciated in your inaugural mes- 
sage.

Mayor Mims’s Reply. 

This letter was delivered to Mavor Mims 
Saturday night.

“I meet you in the same spirit and again 
repeat what I have said—that I am anx- 
ious for the people of the fourth ward to 
be accommodated in their wish if it can 
possibly be done without doing violence 
to what I conceive to be my conscicen- 
tious duty as a pnblic official. Indeed, I 
recognize the duty, of exécutive as well 
as legislative council not only to respect, 
but, as far as consistent with principle 
and the proper rule of action. to gratify 
the wishes of the people of any commu- 
nity in so far as their desires do not 
conflict with the more genera] demands 
as to what Is best for the whole people. 

“In this connection permit me to say 
that there never was a moment that I 
would not have signed the Forrest averue 
franchise had I not been cunfronted with 
the danger of the precedent invoived in 
my affirmation of the ordinanee. If the 
Forrest avenue grant could have Leen 
considered on its individual mer‘ts without 
regard to its relations to other franchises 
I would have unhesitatingly approved the 
ordinance of council. In my considerxation 
® the question, however, I was confronted 
with the précedent involved, and so earn- 
estly was I impressed with its importance 
as viewed in the light of precedent, that 
the peculiarly exceptional features of the 
Forrest avenue situation were naturally 
overshadowed by the condition which 
seemed to involve the great principle un- 
der which it was my declared intention to 
a&ct—that the city should not give awcy 
the use of its streets without adequate 
return in some substantial shapo. 

“I declared that I would be guided by 
the principle of short term grants not 
because I favored specifically a twenty- 
one-year limitation as the only means by 
which substantlal 
tained, but because it appeared to me to 
be the most direct route to the accom- 
plishment of such end. If the city could 
be assured that it would be compensated 
for the use of its streets as represented 
in public utility grants, it would be im- 
material as to the,method by whicna this 
much to be desired end should be brought 
about. 

“Other cities are receiving returns for 
their franchise grants to public utility 
corporations, some by one method and 
some by another, but almost without ex- 
ception franchises in our large cities are 
being restricted to short term grants. It 
is ascertained that our own state supreme 
court has upheld the theory as applied 
by Savannah of an occupation tax. Other 
cities extend franchise grants conditiona} 
upon certain guaranteed returns from the 
receipts of the public utility corporations 
which are the recipients of municipal priv- 
lleges. 

“Atlanta gets no direct return from 
public utility corporations. They do not 
assume their just part of the obligations 
which should rest upon those whose busi- 
ness. depends upon public favor, as ex- 
pressed in the use of avenues which are 
converted into capital of untold measure. 

“IT note with particular pleasure that 
you ‘as representatives of the fourth ward 
in the aldermanic board and in the coun- 
cil’ not only agree with me ‘in the general 
principle that the city should receive 
substantial return for its franchises,’ but 
it is naturally gratifying for me to be 
informed that many of the people of your

No Caucus of Democrats. 

There has heen no conference or caucus 
of the democrats of the senate and it {s 
probable no action will, be taken and no 
determination reached as to what they 
will do until they have studied the Cuban 
proposition more closely and have dis- 
cussed among themselves the poltical re- 
sults. 

Even, however, if the democrats agree 
that they will not attempt to prevent a 
vote on this Cuban proposition it is not 
certain that the possibility of an extra 
sesion is eliminated. The indications late 
this afternoon were that the Spooner res- 
olution giving to the president unlimited 
power in the Philippines would present 
a greater stumbling block in the way of 
the republican programme than this 
Cuban proposition. The democratic sena- 
tors opened up a strong fight against 
this Philippine provision and Senator 
Money, of Mississippi, is my authority for 
the statement that atgleast twenty-five 
speeches are to be made on this proposi- 
tion. 

Senator Bacon introduced an amend- 
ment providing that no franchises shall 
be granted in the Philippine Islands with- 
out first being passed upon by congress, 
and also that no laws shall be enacted 
for the islands without first receiving 
congressional approval. This amendment 
is in the language of the law enacted 
for the government of Porto Rico and 
should have no opposition, but there are 
evidences that certain influences back of 
this legislation are being exercised .for the 
purpose of securing certain franchises 
which congress would never grant. 

Democrats Ready To Fight. 

Early in the day there seemed to. be 
'a disposition on the democratic sige to 
acquiesce in all the demands of the re- 
publicans and the republican leaders ex- 
pressed their confidence that the desire 
of democrats to prevent an extra session 
and their desire to secure the passage 
of the river and harbor bill would force 
them to allow an early vote both upon 
the Philippine and the Cuban proposi- 
tions. Later, however, as the fight 
warmed up, there were evidences that 
some of the democratic leaders are ready 
to fight the Philippine amendment to the 
end, even if it involve tite defeat of the 
army appropriation bill and the responsi- 
bility for an extra session.

She Was a Girl of Flaxen Hair and 
Full of Life in Her 
Childhood. 


Athens, Ga., February -25.—(Special.)— 
Judge George C. Spears, of this city, in 
a discussion concerning Mrs. Carrie Na- 
tion, the Kansas saloon smasher, remark- 
ed that he knew her when she was 4 lit- 
tle girl seven years old and that one of 
her brothers was a most intimate friend 
during his: boyhood days. 

These facts were called up by 4n arti- 
cle from Mrs. Nation in a Kentucky pa- 
per in which she svates that she was 
born on the banks of Dick’s river in 
Garrard county, Kentucky, and when a 
child used to climb under the ledges of 
the cliff. In the course ‘of this article 
Mrs. Nation recalls a number of Ken- 
tucky families she remembers well. 

Judge Spears says the Moore family 
lived near his father’s plantation, and 
that he knew the older boys. That was 
in 1852. He remembers Carrie Moore Na- 
tion as a little girl about six years old. 
She was at that time a flaxen haired tot, 
full of life and fun, with plenty of spirit 
and a quick mind. Before the war the 
Moores moved to another county and 
Judge Spears has never heard of them 
since until Mrs. Nation recently came into 
public notice as the unterrified saloon 
smasher. 

Judge Spears says that near the home 
of the Moores was a big distillery run 
by a neighboring family. He has no rec- 
ollection of any special antipathy Carrie 
Moore harbored against that establish- 
ment in those days. She did not at ieast 
attempt to smash the distillery at that 
time, and her smashing propensities seem 
to have been the product of later years.

The law gives the city “sanitary 
jurisdiction’’ over the two miles, but 
that. the city claims, is merely that the 
attention of thé county authorities may 
be directed by city inspectors to spots 
that are In need of drainage. The coun- 
ty. on the other hand. declares that the 
sanitary jurisdiction ‘‘extends to the city 
caring for all charity patients who may. 
develop contagious disease within the 
two miles.’”’ The question is an old one in 
Savannah and citizens are greatly in- 
terested. The decision of the court will 
be watched for with eagerness.

But the Real Capital Is $1,100,000,- 
o00—Arrangements for Finan- 
cing) Made—An Official 
Announcement Will 
Be Made.

Mr. Cromwell, President Gary, of the 
Federal Steel Company; Max Pam, rep- 
resenting the American Steel and Wire 
Company, and Francis L. Stetson, who 
is one of Mr. Morgan’s confidential legal 
advisers, were in conference the greater 
part of the day. With these gentlemen 
from time to -time were representatives 
of the various concerns which are to 
form the great combine. There were 
unconfirmed statements that committees 
representing these companies had pre-

Articles of Incorporation. 

Trenton, N. J., February 25.—Articles 
of incorporation of the United States 
Steel corporation were filed today in the 
state department. This is the gigan- 
tic Carnegie-Morgan combine. A sum- 
mary of the articles of incorporation fol- 
lows: 

Its principal office is located at Ho- 
boken, where the H¢gdson Trust Company 
is named as its agent, upon whom pro- 
cess may be served. 

Following is its statement of the objects 
of the formation of the corporation: 

“To manufacture iron, steel, manga- 
nese, coke, copper, lumber and other ma- 
terials, and all or any articles consisting 
or partly consisting of iron, steel, copper, 
wood or other materials and all or any 
products thereof. ; 

“To acquire, own, lease, occupy, use or 
develop any lands containing such ores, 
or oil and any wood lands or other lands 
for any purpose of the company. 

‘To mine or to otherwise extract ores, 
minerals and timber from any such or 
any other lands. , 

“To deal or traffic in iron, steel and 
other materials, and any of their products 
and any. articles consisting or partly con- 
sisting thereof. 

“To censtruct bridges, buildings, ma- 
chinery, ships, boats, engines, cars and 
other equipment, railroads, docks, slips, 
elevators, waterworks, gas works and 
electric works, viaducts, acqueducts, ca- 
nals and other water ways and other 
means of transportation, and to sell the 
same or otherwise to dispose thereof, 
or to maintain and operate the same, ex- 
cept that the company shall not main- 
tain or operate any railroad or canal in 
the state of New Jersey.

The total authorizéd capital stock of 
the corporation is $3,000, divided into 
thirty shares of the par value of $100 each.

Duration of the corporation shall be 
perpetual. The number of directors is 
fixed at three, or if subsequently changed 
some multiple of three. They are classi- 
fied with respect to the time for which 
they shall severally hold office by divid- 
ing them into three classes, each consist- 
ing of one-third of the whole number of 


the board of directors. 
The first class are to serve one year,. 


second class two vears, and third class 
three years. 
Powers of Directors. 

Unless authorized by votes given in per- 
son or by proxy, by stockholders holding 
at least two-thirds of the capital stock-of 
the corporation, which is represented and 
voted upon-in person or by proxy at a 
meeting specially called for that purpose 
or at any. meeting, the board of directors 
shall not mortgage or pledge any of its 
real property or any shares of the capi- 
tal stock of any other corporation, but 
this prohibition must not be construed to 
apply to the execution of any purchase 
money, mortgage or any other purchase 
money lien.

The board of directors is to control the 
matter of inspection of the accounts and 
books of the corpration by stockholders, 
and no stockholders shall have any right 
to inspect any account or book or docu- 
ment of the corporation except as confer- 
red by statute or authorozed by the board 
of directors or by resolution of the stock- 
holders. 

Subject always to by-laws made by the 
stockholders, the board of directors may 
make, amend or repeal by-laws.

Filipino Priests To Put Oppo-

PROTESTANTS UNDER FIRE 


Father McKintion Says They Are 
Using Unfair Means To Win 
Converts—Attacks Evan- 
gelists—President of 
Federalists Replies. 


Manila, February 25.—Rev. Father Mc- 
Kinnon, who was formerly private sec- 
retary to Monsignor Chappelle and who 
is now pastor of the Ermita Catholic 
church of New Orleans, informed a rep- 
resentative of the Associated Press today 
that there were upward of 800 native 
priests in the Philippines opposed to the 
federal party and that these would re- 
fuse to administer the sacraments to 
federalists, because they believed the fed- 
eral party to be mefely @ cloak for 
Protestant attempts to weaken the power 
of the Church of Rome. He referred to 
the federal party as “resting on an in- 
secure foundation and destined to crum- 
ble soon,” and asserted that the Meth- 
odist and Presbyterian missionaries were 
using unfair means to induce Filipinos 
to leave the Catholic faith. He assafled 
the character of Senor Buencamino and 
other evangelical leaders and contended 
that only by securing the co-operation 
and good will of the padres could the 
Americans make permanent progress in 


the Philippines. 
Views of Federal Leader. 
Senor Tavera, president of the federal 
party, when the views of Father McKin- 
non were brought to his attention,» re- 


plied: 

“So much the better, as it will bring 
the matter to an issue.” 

When asked whether the members Q 
the party would not leave it if they 
learned that membership involved their 
church standing, Senor Tavera replied: 

“They probably would if that were 
true; but I believe only a small propor- 
tion of the priests would exclude people 
from their church privileges for such 4 
reason. We Filipinos did. not make an 
issue of separation of church and state. 
This was decreed by the United States 
constitution. Nothing else is tolerated 
under American sovereignty. Whether 
federalists approve or not, they cannot 
be loyalists and yet oppose that -doc- 
trine. 

“If the Catholic authorities are not 
willing to accept it, thtey are not patriot- 
ic. The federal party may disintegrate 
after civil government is generally es- 
tablished in the Philippines, but the prin- 
ciples of peace under American  s0v- 
ereignty will not disintegrate."’ : 

Senor Tavera asserted that the fed- 
eralists who had relatives and friends 
among the prominent insurgent leaders 
were endeavoring by correspondence to 
induce them to surrender, although thus 


far without resuk. 
Gathering in Natives. 


Some eniployers of native lakor allege 
that the natives are gathered by the 
federalists by wholesale, without any ex- 
planation of the principles to which the~ 
are subscribing. Ordinarily, the natives 
are easily led by their accustomed lead- 
ers, but the movement for peace with 
the United States has authority and 
great moment, ahd it is now generally 
understood and approved by the natives. 

Chaplain Fitzgerald administered the 
oath of alleriance to 200 Ilocanos at a 
church in Vigan February 22d, and a 
parish priest at Santa Catalina admin- 
tstered a similar path to 700 natives Feb- 
ruary 24th. 

Lieutenant West, with a detachment 
of the crew of the gunboat La Guna de 
Bay, attacked 200 insurgents under Calla- 
bos near Cavinta, province of La Guna. 
After a hard fight of forty minutes the 
insurgents were dispersed, losing six 
killed and fourteen captured. 

A detachment of the Forty-seventh 
volunteer infantry encountered a body 
of insurgents in the province of Albay, 
killing eighteen and subsequently another 
body, killing nine, The Americans had 
no casualties. 

A squad of the Eighteenth United 
States infantry surprised a band of La- 
drones at Hooslin, island of Panay, kill- 
ing six. The Americans captured five 
rifles. 

The peace commission is negotiating 
with the insurgents in northern Panay 
and there is a prospect of an early sur- 
render. :

ward ‘openly take the position that, view- 
ing the matter from the standpoint of a 
general principle,’ I am correct in the po- 
sition enunciated in my inaugural ad- 
dress and veto message. 

“I am not unmindful of the peculiar 
surroundings of the Forrest avenue situ- 
ation, and of the fact that the line asked 
for covers a distance of only six blocks, 
thus offering the people a closer and more 
direct route to the center of the city. 
Were this considered in the nature of a 
precedent, however the general principal 
of my position would be involved, and it 
was for this reason, and this alone, that 
I vetoed the grant of council. 

“Your assurance, however, as well] as 
that of the people of your ward, as con- 
veyed through you, goes far toward re- 
moving an obstacle which I could not 
sarmount in my consideration of the uac- 
tion of council. 

“I now repeat all that I have before 
said in regard to the principle involved 
in the matter of franchise grants to street 
railways. I have stated them very p'ain- 
ly in my official messages to the council 
and I hold to the fullest degree to the 
principles as therein expressed. It gives 
me great pleasure and encouragement 
that my official utterances in so far as 
the principle is involved, have not only 
your own indorsement, but also that of 
so many of the good citizens of your 
ward. Sustained as I have been in my 
veto, I feel that I can the more readily 
yield to your arguments that this case 
be considered as an exceptional one and 
in no sense a precedent for the future, 
and I have al] the better reason to so 
consider it in the assurance that I will 
have your support whenever occasion 
arises for the maintenance of the princi- 
ple on which I stand and which I must 
defend and maintain, for it must not 
be construed by what I herein say that 
I in any way surrender the principle of 
short term grants. 

“If, therefore, the council in its wisdom, 
returns the Forrest avenue franchise to 
me re-enacted, I will permit it to become 
a law—waiving none of my convictions, 
but viewing the questfn purely in the 
light of the exceptional surroundings 
which you so fully set forth. Viewed 
from such qa standpoint it cannot, and 
will not, be considered in the nature of a 
precedent nor would I consent to its adop- 
tion if it could be so considered. I have

And Adoption of Amendment Will 
Rander Extra Session fUnntc- 
essary—United States Will 
Have Right of Inter- 
vention in Cuba. 


Washington, February 25.—The senate 
committee on relations with Cuba has 
agreed to an amendment to the army ap- 
propriation bill regarding Cuba. 

It can be stated on high authority that 


the amendment is satisfactory to the pres- 


ident and that its adoption by congress 
will avoid the necessity for an extra ses- 
sion. 

Its text. follows: 

That in fulfillment of the declaration 
contained in the joint resolution approved 
April 20, 1898, entitled ‘“‘for the recognition 
of the independence of the people of Cuba, 
demanding that the government of Spain 
reliquish its authority and government 
in the island of Cuba, and to withdraw 
its land and naval forées from Cuba and 
Cuban waters. and directing the presi- 
dent of the United States to use the land 
and naval forces of the tJnited States to 
carry these fesolutions into effect,’’ the 
president is hereby authorized to leave the 
government and control of the island of 
Cuba to its people so soon as a govern- 
ment shall have been established in said 
island under a constitution which, either 
as a part thereof or in an ordinance ap- 
pended thereto, shell define the future re- 
lations of the United States with Cuba, 
substantially as fo)lows: 

Future Relations Defined. 

1. That the government of Cuba shall 
never enter into any treaty or other com- 
pact with any foreign power or powers, 
which will impair, or tend to impair, the 
independence of Cuba, nor in any manner 
authorize or permit any foreign power or 
powers to obtain by colonization or for 
military or naval purposes or otherwise, 
lodgement in or control over any portion 
of said island. 

2. That said government shall not assume 
r contract any public debt, to pay the 
interest upon which and to make reason- 
able sinking fund provision for the ulti- 
mate discharge of which, the ordinary 
revenues of the islands after defraying the 
current expenses of government shall be 
inadequate. 

3. That the government of Cuba consents 
that the United States may exercise the 
right to intervene for the preservation of 
Cuban independence, the maintenance of 
government adequate for the protection of 
life, property and individual liberty and 
for discharging the obligations with re- 
spect to Cuba imposed by the treaty of 
Paris on the United States, now to be 
assumed and undertaken by the govern- 
ment of Cuba. 

4. That all acts of the United States in 
Cuba, during its military occupancy there- 
of. are ratified and validated, and all law- 
ful rights acquired thereunder shall be 
maintained and protected. 

Sanitation Is Demanded. 

5. That the government of Cuba will ex- 
ecute and, as far as necessary, extend 
the plans already devised or other plans to 
be mutually agreed upon, for the sanita- 
tion of the cities of the island, to the end 
that a recurrence of ep:demic and infec~ 
tious diseases may be prevented, thereby 
assuring protection to the people and com- 
merce of Cuba, as well as to the commerce 
of the southern ports of the United States 
and the people residing therein. 

6. That the Isle of Pines shall be omit- 
ted from the proposéd cofistitutional boun- 
daries of Cuba, the title thereto being left 
to the future adjustment by treaty. 

7. That to enable the United States to 
maintain the independence of Cuba and 
tto protect the people thereof, as well as for 
its owp defense, the government of Cuba 
will sell or lease to the United States 
lands necessary for coaling or naval sta- 
tions at certain specified points, to be 
agreed upon with the president of the 
United States. 

8. That by way of further assurance the 
government of Cuba will embody the fore- 
going provisions in a permanent treaty 
with the United States. 

Senator Carter, who is one of the sena- 
tors in charge of the army appropriation 
bill, insists that the Cuban amendment to 
the bill must be further amended so as 
to compel Cuba to render an accounting to 
the United States for the money which 
has been expended by this government in 
Cuba with a view to the repayment at 
some future time.

- STOPS BULLETS 


4, W, Adams Fatally Wounded in 
Smashing Topeka Bar, 


PREACHER LED. SMASHERS 


And It Is Charged That Rev. Mr. 
Emerson Used a Pistol—Offi- 
cers Say Adams Was 
‘Shot by His Own 
Crowd. 


Topeka, Kas., February %.—J. W. 


- ‘Adams was fatally wounded in a battle 


between three policemen and a band of 
citizens who made a midnight raid on a 
North Topeka wholesale liquor house. A 
large quantity of cased beer was destroyed 
before the crowd was dispersed. 

A crowd of from thirty to sixty citizens, 
armed with revolvers, sledge hammers, 
crowbars and a battering ram, broke into 
the wholesale liquor house of ‘“‘Cash’’ Cur- 
tis, on West Curtis street, between Kansas 
avenue and Jackson street, last midnight 
and smashed the beer found there. Three 
policemen drove the ¢rowd back. Both 
the policemen and thd citizens fired their 
revolvers, and J. W. Adams, a carpenter, 
was shot twice in the breast. He was 
taken in a hack to. Riverside hospital, 
where he lies in a precarious condition. 

Dr. M. R. Mitchell and Rev. F. W. 
Emerson were both arrested by the police. 
Rev. Mr. Emerson was taken to the, po- 
lice station, where he was booked under 
the charge of resisting an officer. He was 
allowed to go upon his own recognizance. 

Shot by His Own Crowd. 

Dr. Mitchell took Adams to the hospital 
and was allowed to stay and administer 
to him, without giving bond. The three 
officers, Patrolmen Downey, Boyles and 
Private Watchman Connors claims Adams 
was shot by his own crowd while he was 
retreating from the point of attack. Adams 
says, however, that he was shot by a po- 
liceman. 
ter of his chest and the other in the right 
shoulder. 

At mignight the crowd of from thirty 
to sixty marched to the wholesale liquor 
house, which is at the rear of Curtis's 
home. Half a dozen men used a log as a 
battering ram ard the crowérushed in. 
Their lantern was accidentally extinguish- 
ed and the work was accomplished in the 
dark. Three men passed the cases out to 
those who smashed them in the yard. 
Patrolman Boyles and Watchman Connor 
arrived and drove the crowd back. In 
the retreat twenty or thirty shots were 
fired and Adams fell. The crowd then dis- 
persed. 

Chief of Police Stahl said today: 

“This raid was a complete surprise. We 
had no idea that it was going to take 
plece.”’ 

Preacher Drew a Pistol. 

Officer Connors says: 

“When I got into the yard Hmerson 
drew a revolver on me, and I tried to take 
it away from him. We clinched and fell 
and could not get up. During the fuss 
some one hit me with a club. Emerson 
got away from me and Boyles got him. 
Adams was between the crowd and the 
building and thirty feet from the building 
running toward the crowd when he was 
shot. Emerson stood on a little bank of 
dirt and called upon the crowd to rally. 
Emerson stood there and fired his revol- 
ver. My revolver was knocked from my 
hand and I did not fire it.”’ 

Dr. Mitchell, who is under arrest, was 
geen at the hospital, where he is caring 
for the wounded man, Adams. He appear- 
ed very reticent and said: 

‘The least said about it the better.”’ 

“They were loading the liquor all even- 
ing,” said Dr. Mitchell. “We followed 
the wagon that they were hauling it in 
from the Union Pacific tracks. 

“When the officer came,’”’ continued Dr, 
Mitchell, ‘“‘a number of shots were fired. 
I do not know who fired first. Both the 
crowd and the officers fired.’

NEGLECT MADE HER SUICIDE. 


Wife of Liberian Attorney General 
Drinks Carbolic Acid. 
Chicago, February 2.—Embittered by 
what she regarded the studied neglect of 
former friends and her husband, Mrs, 
P. O. Gray, the wife of Perry O. Gray, 
attorney general for the republic of Li- 
beria, drank a fatal dose of carbolic acid 
Friday night and died in the Provident 
hospital on Sunday morning. It was not 
until today that the woman’s identity was 

disclosed by friends. 

The Grays were married in 1891. They 
separated a year later. The husband 
Was sent by a syndicate to get a grant 
from the Liberian government to run a 
line of steamships under its patronage 
between Monrovia and some port to be 
selected in the United States. He was 
induced to enter the service of the Liberi- 
an republic, and last year he was elected 
to the position of ottorney general.

OTHERS WILL BE BEREADED 


‘Prince Tian’s Punishment Will Bar 
His Son from Throne—Conger 
Turns Over Affairs of 
United States to 
Rockhill. 


Pekin, February 25.—The execution of 
Chih Siu, former grand secretary, and 
Hsu Cheng Fu, son of the notorious Hsu 
Tung, tomorrow by the hangman. will 
occur upon the same place where last 
summer two pro-civilandarians were be- 
headed. The spot is within the German 
zone, <All the other officthls whose Lives 
are demanded by the ministers of the 
powers will be beheaded in Hsian Fu. The 
opinion prevails in Pekin that Prince 
Tuan’s punishment wil) necessitate the 
choosing of another heir to the throne 
than his son. 

This morning Mr. Conger turned over 
the affairs of the United States legation 
to W. W. Rockhill, particularly the con- 
duct of the negotiations with the Chinese 
Plenipotentiaries, and he will shortly re- 
turn to the United States for a six 
months’ vacation. Americans -here feel 
that this arrangement is a confirmation 
of the report that everything is practi- 
cally settled. for Mr. Conger felt it his 
duty to finish the negotiations satisfac- 
torily. ‘ ‘ 

The Pei Ho river will epen next week 
and then the exodus of diplomats, corre- 
spondents and others will begin. 

Li Hing Chang says he expects that 
the imperial court will return to Pekin 
as soon as notification is given that the 
troops of the allies are evacuating the 
canital. He also asserts that no further 
difficulty in the negotiations is possible. 

Mr. Rockhill today attended for the first 
time a meeting of the foreign envoys in 
an independent capacity. 

Prince Tuan, Prinee Chwang Lu and 
General Tung Fu Hsiang are still taking 
refuge at Ning Hai Fu, province of Kan 
Su. Two native Christians from Kui Hua 
Cheng. in the northern part of the prov- 
ince of Shan Si, report the massacre of 
twenty male and female missionaries arid 
nine childrén ‘who have been missing 
since October. 

It is believed the evacuation of the 
foreign troops from China will begin at 
the end of March.

of said officials so appointed, shall con- 
flict with the laws and constitution of 
the United States.”’ 

Constitutions and Islands. 


Mr. Spooner did not think the proposed 
amendment was necessary. He thought 
this fact ought to be recognized, espe- 
cially by @emocrats. Many of them held 
that the constitution extended to the 
Philippine islands ex proprio vigore. 

(Mr. Vest replied that the doctrine that 
the constitution was in force in the Phil- 
ippines was held by such good republic- 
ans as ex-Senator Edmunds, ex-President 
Harrison, ex-Governor Boutwell and 
many others. He did not know what the 
decision of the supreme court upon this 
point would be. He would be a bold 
man, he said, who would venture to say 
what the decision would be, but it was 
rumored that the supreme court would 
not decide the question at all as to 
whether the constitution extended to the 
islands of its own force. 

Every lawyer knew, he said, how the 
court could evade the question, and it 
even had been suggested that the court 
might say that the government of the 
island possessions of this country was 
entirely within the military power of 
the government. 

Mr. Tillman vigorously opposed the 
Philippine amendment. He declared ‘it 
was a bold and naked proposition to in- 
vest the president with plenary power 
to govern the Philippine archipelago in 
aciyil way. Yet, he said, objection was 
raised to the constitution of the United 
States being the president's guiding star. 
It was not proposed, he asserted, that the 
president should be hampered by the 
constitution. 

Mr. Tillman declared that the enact- 
ment of the proposition into law, togeth- 
er with the granting of certain requests 
of the Taft commission to gel] public 
lands and lease mines would open to the 
people of the Philippines all the dangers 
of carpet-bag government.

He 
recognized the treaty of Paris to be as 
binding upon him as it would have beech 
had he voted for its ratification. He was 
well aware, he said, of the complicated 
condition of affairs in the Philippines. 
The questions involved were so numerous 
and confused and doubtful that he re- 
garded it as impossible to comprehend 
them fully in the present light, or to 
act with 'wisdom and due deliberation. He 
believed congress could not te too care- 
ful to guard against the adoption of any 
autocratic methods that might not be ab- 
solutely necesSary. In his opinion it 


would be @ mistake (from all standpoints 


of sound legislation) to do anything more 
than provide temporary arrangements 
which later might be set aside and an- 
nulled. @ 

Mr. Caffery, of Louisiana, argued 

against conferring such power upon the 
president as was contemplated by the 
pending proposition. 
_ Mr, Berry, of Arkansas, inguired 
whether the authority couferred included 
power to dispose of public lands in the 
islands. 

Mr, Caffery’ replied that undoubtedly it 
did include such authority.

“Precisely so,’’ replied Mr. Caffery 
“and if the Filipinos ever come into their 
own they will discover that they have no 
public lands. They will all have been 
alienated.’’ 

Means Robbery, Says Hoar. 

“The leading, bald proposal here is, 
sald Mr. Hoar, ‘‘that the public Jands and 
franchises of 12.000.00Q of people shall be 
sold by Americans to Americans as upon 
the whole the best means of pacification. 
The best means of pacifying a man.” 
continued Mr. Hoar, sarcastically, “is for 
one foreigner to take and se]l his prop- 
erty to another. And this is the method 
by which we are to teach the principlés 
of liberty and self-government.” 

Mr. Caffery, who followed. was saying 
there was no precedent for “this wild 
and comprehensive grant of power.’’ 
when he was interrupted by Mr. Mal- 
lory, of Florida, who inquired if it would 
not be better for our government to pro- 
ceed along present lines than for con- 
gress to adopt the pending proposition. 

“I think.” replied the Louisiana sena- 
tor, “it would be far better for us to go 
on forever as we are than that we should 
do voluntarily so grave an injustice to 
the Filipino people as is proposed here.” 

Mr. Fairbanks, of Indiana, read from 


the report of the Taft commission to | 
show the necessity for the proposed con- 
ferrence of authority, and added that un- 
less the aythority was conferred ther® 
could be no development of the resources 
of the island. 

Mr. Tillman said no five men composing 
any commission had a right to ask that 
they be allowed to deal arbitrarily with 
the rights of 12,000,000 people and con- 
gress had no right to grant the power. 

Mr, Fairbanks replied that if the recom- 
méendation of the Taft commission was 
not acceded to there would be no progress 
in the isiands until] the establishment of 
a complete system of civil government 
—s no man could tell when that would 

Plunderers and Thieves, 


Mr. Rawlins, of Utah, made an extend- 
ed argument against the grant of a 
power “unlimited and illimitable.”” He 
declared it would be of advantage only to 
those who wished to advance their per- 
sonal interests in the Pnilippines. They 
were, he decijared, a band of public plun- 
derers and thieves. 

Three amendments to the Philippine 
section of the bill were offered as fol- 
lows: 

By Mr. Bacon, of Georgia—‘*That all 
grants of franchises, rights and privileges 
or concessions of a public or quasi public 
nature granted under the powers con- 
ferred by this act, shall be reported to 


the congress of the United States, which 


hereby reserves the power to annul or 
modify the same.’’ 

“That all laws enacted by any govern- 
mental authority created under the pow- 
ers conferred by this act shall be re- 
ported to the congress of the United 
States, which hereby reserves the power 
and authority, if deemed advisable, to 
annul the sume, 

By Mr. Hoar—“‘That no sale or lease of 
public property shall be made and no 
franchise granted which is not approved 
by the president of the United States 
and is not In his judsyment clearly neces- 
sary for the immediate government of 
the islands, indispensable for the inter- 
ests of the people thereof, and which can- 
not, without great public mischief, be pro- 
posed amtil the establishment of perma- 
nent civil government.” 

By Mr. Pettus—‘That every person in 
whom shall be vested any power in or 
over the Philippine islands, before exer- 
cising any such power, shall take an 
oath to support the constitution of the 
United States.’’ 

Morgan Denounces Republicans. 

Mr. Morgan denounced the action of the 
republican majority in bringing into the 
senate at this time in the session propo- 
sitions of so far-reaching a character as 
those relating to the Philippines amd to 
Cuba. The action of the majorily, he 
declared, “is a despotism in legislation 
never paralleled in the history of this 


, 


country.”’ 

In view of the far-reaching importance 
of the Philippine and Cuban questions he 
proposed to discuss them at length. 

“Pa not be crowded from my duty,” 
he said, “‘because I regard it as a duty 
I owe to my constituents.” 

At great length Mr. Morgan discussed 
the constitutional phases of the Philippine 
question. He insist<d that there was no 
war in the Philippine islands. 

“With whom are we dealing in the Phil- 
ippine islands?” He inquired. “‘We are 
dealing with citizens of the United States, 
some of whom are in insurrection. They 
are just as surely citizens of the United 
States as I am—every one of them. As 
citizens of the United States they are as 
much entitled to the protection of the 
constitution and laws of the United States 
as are any of our ciizens.”’ 

In the course-of his discussion of the 
Philippine question Mr. Morgan referred 
in terms of high praise to the work cf the 
Taft commission, and to the government 
which had been established in the islends, 
He declared that no law enacted by thc 
Taft commission was unjust or usrrpa- 
tory and he had never heard of any more 
successful] government in any territory 
of the United States. 

Without completing his speech, Mr. Mor- 
gan yielded, at 5:30, in order that the 
senate right take a recess until 8 o clock. 
When the senate resumed its session at 
8 o'clock Mr. Morgan resumed his speech.

QECLINES TO EXPLAIN AT ALL 


Burglars’ Tools, Skeleton Keys and 
a Long Bloody Knife Are Picked 
Up Near the Wounded Man, 
but He Denies Owner- 
ship of Them.

The county of Chesterfield has an inter- 
ésting case of mysterious assault which 
may develop into murder. The victim, 
who lingers between life and death with 
his head split open and his brain exposed, 
gives the name of Gus Deford, and says 
his home is Cleveland, Tenn., though his 
accent ig that of a northern man. 

The young stranger, who was well 
dressed and gives every evidence of be- 
ing a man of intelligence, displays won- 
derful nerve ‘and refuses absolutely to 
&ive any information as to who assaulted 
him. The tragedy occurred some time 
during Saturday night in the schoolhouse 
at Chester. When the people of the 
village discovered the stranger, bloody 
and half conscious, with his skull lying 
open and the brain exposed, the bloody 
ax, a long-bladed knife and a kit of 
burglars’ tools lay on the floor a few 
feet away. 

The floor, stove and benches were spat- 
tered with blood. Deford, in addition to 
the wound in his head, had a deep gash 
in the back of his neck made with the 
long knife. The stranger has been well 
cared for, and-if he recovers, will be held 
to answer to the charge of being a sus- 
piclous character. Deford denied all 
knowledge of the burglars’ tools and skel- 
eton keys found in the schoolroom. He 
denies that there had been any scuffle, 
and said his companion who assaulted him 
while he slept had taken up with him 
at Windsor, N. C., on Friday. This man, 
he says, took his gold watch and left his 
diamond ring and other jewelry. 

In Deford's pockets were found several 
letters from a girl in New York address- 
ing him as “Dear Walter.”” The envel- 
opes were all destroyed. When asked by 
the detective today how he got his scars, 
the man said: 

“An ice wagon exploded and burnt me.”

Lying in a miserable hovel on Water 
street, the body of Maude Howard was 
found by William Russ, captain of a tug 
boat.

HE RAMBLED FOR 
DAYS AND NIGHTS 


Victim of Whitecappers Is Hor- 
bly Laceraled, 


WANDERED IN RAIN AND COLD 


Henry Sexton, Who Was Maltreated 
by a Mob, Turns Up in a Yre- 
carious and Probably Dy- 
ing Sendition. 


Spartanburg, 8. C., February 25.—(Spe- 
cial..—Henry Sexton, the principal in the 
whitecapping and murder mystery at 
Greenville, is in bed at his home seven 
miles from this city. He is badly hurt 
and is in a pitiful condition on account 
of his terrible beating and a subsequent 
ramble for three days and four nights 
in the cold and rain. He disappeared on 
Monday night, February 18th, after being 
roughly handled by a large mob. He has 
little recollection of the time he was 
rambling aimlessly around, and two days 
were a total blank. He will probably re- 
cover, however. 

Sexton is fifty-seven years old and was 
a confederate soldier. He is a peaceable 
man, it is said by those who know him 
best. 

Sexton went to Greenville last Monday 
to pay rent on the place on which he 
was farming and he stopped at the home 
of his landlord, J. W. Greene, at the 
Mills mill. His presence seemed to be 
objected to &nd a mob of about twenty 
people gathered to run him out. The idea 
seemed to be that there was too much 
woman in the case. Sexton was decoyed 
out _at 11 o’clock by some one leading 
his mule through the yard. He went out 
in his shirt sleeves and was set upon with 
clubs and knives, He was wounded in 
the back and on the head. He got away 
and for several days strenuous search 
was made, the officers believing he was 
murdered by the mob. He was robbed of 
$27.50 by the mob. 

Tom Williams, a member of the mob, 
was shot during the commotion and two 
days later he died. His dying statement 
was that George Burnett and Edgar Van- 
Patton killed him. There was a feud be- 
tween them and the Williams family. The 
coroner’s inquest fixed the crime on Bur- 
nett and VanPatton. 

BHighteen men were arrested as accom- 
plices and are in jail. They will be tried 
for being accessories before the fact of 
murder and for assault and battery with 
intent to kill, 

Sexton will be arrested for complicity 
in the murder, but the main business of 
the law with him will be as a witness. 
There are some very tough citizens among 
the accused. Feeling runs high in the 
matter. 


GUSTAVE GROOVER IS DEAD. 


Well-Known Georgian Passes Away 
at Tryon, N. C. 

Savannah, Ga., February 25.—(Special.)— 
News has been received in Savannah of 
the death at 11 o’clock this morning of 
Gustave Groover, at Tryon, N. C. To 
those aware of Mr. Groover’s condition 
recently the news did not cause great sur- 
prise. His friends knew that his condition 
was critical. Mr. Groover will be recalled 
by many in this dity; for years he was 
depot ticket agent of the Plant system 
here, and there was no one in the employ 
ef the system more attentive to his duties 
than he. A few months ago his health 
began to fail, and it was found his lungs 
vere affected. He went to Tryon to try 
to regain his strength, but the hope that 
this would be the result of living in that 
climate was in vain. He leaves a wife 
and one child. He was a native of Brooks 
county, and a brother of Gordon L. 
Groover, of this city. He also leaves a 
brother in Washington, D. C., Dr. Thomas 
Groover. -The remains will be brought to 
Savannah for interment.

service. It is further ordered that but one 
rate shall be charged for carload ship- 
ments of coal from mines to Kno®ville 
consignees when received on the track or 
any branches of the Southern.

ATLANTA, GA., February 26, 1901. 
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A Gratifying Settlement. 

The public is to be congratulated 
that the vexed question of the Forrest 
avenue franchise is about to be settled. 

On the day after the mayor’s veto, 
The Constitution, in commenting upon 
the message, said: i 
The message is characterized by the 
force ‘with which the mayor defends the 
short term franchise principle enunciated 
in his inaugural message, in which he 
held that Atlanta’s streets are worth 
something as a cash asset to the city. 

If no other franchise had been involved 
but the Forrest avenue line, but little 
would probably have been said about the 
matter, which, as a precedent, has as- 
sumed the importance of a public issue. 
The mayor, however, being confronted 
with applications for numerous other

franchises now before the city council, 


and recognizing that a forty-eight year 
franchise to the Forrest avenue line 
would justly have been construed as a 
precedent to force half century franchises 
to other proposed street railway lines. 
and to the proposed competing electris 
lighting plant. concluded that it was best 
to meet the issue direct and to put him- 
self in a position where he could not be 
charged with inconsistency in contradict- 
ing the emphatic principle announced in 
his inaugural message. 

Acting upon the suggestion that the 
Forrest avenue line should be consid- 
ered solely upon its merit, independ- 
ent of all other franchises, and not in 
the nature of a precedent, an agree- 
ment has been reached by which the 
peculiar conditions surrounding the six 
blocks for which the line is asked are 
recognized by the mayor as well as by 
the members of the council who voted 
to sustain the veto. 

The settlement is one on which both 
sides can stand, and it will be particu- 
larly gratifying to those who, being 
impressed with the exceptional condi- 
tions surrounding this application, 
were anxious that the people of the 
fourth ward should be accommodated. 

The Constitution joins in the general 
felicitation over. the amicable settle- 
ment. 
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Sir Robert Hart’s Views. 

The views of Sir Robert Hart, re- 
garding anything connected with Chi- 
na, will command respect, if not ap- 
proval. His latest plea, however, 
founded on truth though it may be, 
points to a conclusion which it is now 
too late to accept. 

All the troubles of the west with 
China spring from the breaking up of 
the isolation of the Celestial empire. 
The Chinese were perfectly willing to 
leave the rest of the world alone, pro- 
vided they themselves were favored in 
the same way. The intrusion of Eu- 
rope and America has been bitterly re- 
sented, and its cessation is all that is 
now askégd. To secure instant and 
permanent peace, all that has to be 
done, according to Sir Robert Hart, is 
to make one change—‘‘a radical change 
—a change of principle; the principle 
which underlies every treaty and runs 
through every treaty stipulation, and 
which, unhappily, is at the bottom of all 
the mischief, is what is justly consid- 
ered the most important, the most val- 
uable and, from the foreign standpoint, 
the most essential point in treaties 
with China, and that is the principle 
of extraterritoriality—could we but 
give up this, and relations would at 
once’ right themselves, rancor disap- 
pear, and friendliness rule instead.” 
Easy as this remedy seems to be, it is 
quite impossible. The clock of the 
world never moves backward. It would 
have been fortunate had our previous 
negotiations taken care of Chinese na- 
tfonha] pride; but the misfortune is past 
and cannot be recalled. That a differ- 
ent policy—one embracing more of mu- 
tual respect and conciliation—would 
have produced better results there can 
be no doubt, especially if we could have 
known the Chinese people as Sir Rob- 


-ert Hart describes them, as possess- 


ing— 


as large a share of admirable qualities as 
others, and that these are not merely to 
‘be found in isolated cases here and there. 
but are characteristic of the race as a 
whole and the civilization it has develop- 
ed: they are well-behaved, law-abiding. 
intelligent. economical and industrious— 
they can learn anything and do anything 
—they are punctiliously polite, they wor- 
ship talent..and they believe in right so 
firmly that they scorn to think it re- 
quires to be supported or enforced by 
might—they delight in literature and 
everywhere they have their literary

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cusaing each other’s essays and verses: 
they possess and practice an admirable 
system of ethics, and they are generous,

“their days are long in the land’ God 
has given them. + . 

Is it yet too late to appeal to these 
admirable principles so well described 
by the blunt Englishman? Cam we not 
recognize the mistakes we have made, 
and appealing to the better instincts of 
the leaders of China, invite them into 
the controversies of the future on a 
different basig from that upon which 
we have hitherto treated with them? 
There is nothing more plain than that 
foreigners in any country should re- 
spect its public opinion, and dealing 
honestly in business win the esteem of 
the nations. As for the missionaries, 
left to themselves, they could make all 
the terms they want. The Chinaman 
has never been a bigot; in fact, in his 
indifference to religion the missionaries 
find their greatest difficulty. It is the 
flaunting of a foreign flag to which the 
Chinese object, and this proceeds from 
the traders, and not from the mission- 
aries, though the latter are often called 
upon to suffer for the former. 

But the gates of China are now open, 
never to be closed again. 
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The Nicaragua Bill. 

The insincerity of republican sympa- 
thy with the development of American 
shipping is nowhere made so plain as 
in the treatment of the Nicaraguan ca- 
nal bill. By the building of that canal 
the trade of one ocean front seeking 
the coast of the other would be short- 
ened by over 10,000 miles. The project 
was American in inception, for the 
benefit of American trade, and de- 
manded by. American naval emer- 
gencies. 

Instead of proceeding with the work, ‘ 
the administration invited a foreign 
nation into partnership, and a question 
which should have been purely Ameri- 
can became half British. In spite of 
our Monroe doctrine, we have pre- 
sented Great Britain with a half in- 
terest on the American continent, and 
a question which should have been set- 
tled in Washington finds itself trans- 
ferred to London, where Mr. Choate 
has to dance attendance in the ante- 
chamber of Lord Salisbury. No won- 
der it is that, according to a cable- 
gram, “a responsible official satirically 
remarked that Great Britain would be 
only too delighted to meet the senate’s 
wishes if the senate was EQUALLY 
WILLING TO MEET GREAT BRIT- 
AIN’S. The mere fact that an adequate 
discussion of the latter was impossible 
prior to the lapsing of the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty was a circumstance over 
which Great Britain had no control, 
but which, he trvsted, would not in-> 
terfere with the eventual settlement.” 
The leverage thus obtained in the dis- 
cussion of American questions assists 
“unofficial rumor in putting down 
Alaska among the subjects Great Brit- 
ain desires to have settled before meet- 
ing the Nicaraguan canal demands. 
The colonfal office has keen busily 
gathering Alaska data in the past few 
weeks. However, Mr. Chamberlain’s 
department has serious doubts whether 
the United States will consider Alaska 
and Nicaragua in one breath.” 

Who can blame Senator Morgan for 
his rather testy remarks the other day 
about the supremacy of Edward VII in 
our affairs? The first session of the 
present congress would have passed ‘fie 
bill had it not been for the interfer- 
ence of the administration. Mr. Mc- 
Kinley, meantime, went before the 
country for re-election on the platform 
that the American republic would go 
ahead with the canal. ¥et, when con- 
gress met again, it was the hand of the 
administration that held back the pas- 
sage of the bill. Two-thirds of the 
session of the senate has been devoted 
to the effort to make a present of $270.- 
000,000 to the ship trust “in the inter- 
est of American shipping,’’ when a five 
minute call of the roll could have 
passed the Nicaragua bill, which would 
have been worth a million times as 
much to commerce. 

Some time or other, when the gov- 
ernment of Great Britain is willing, 
we may have the eanal; but whenever 
it comes there will be no thanks to the 
republican party. 
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Governor Odell’s Blunder. 

Governor Odell, in pushing through 
a bill for the creation of a single police 
commissioner in New York city, who 
should be The Whole Thing so far 
as the police force of the metropolis is 
concerned, has committed a serious 
blunder from which he now w.shes to 
escape. 

Ever since the national election in 
November it has been the determina- 
tion of the republicans that Chief of 
Police Devery should be removed from 
office. For this purpose the state took 
hold of the question, and against the 
wishes of the municipality of New 
York abolished the old police board 
and provided for the one-man com- 
mission. This was met by Mayor Van 
Wyck in the appointment of Mr. Mi- 
chael C. Murphy as commissioner, who 
in turn created Chief Devery his first 
lieutenant, thus continuing him in the 
very place of command from which the 
republicans sought to oust him. It 
was then suggested that Governor 
Odell would exercise the only alterna- 
tive left him—the removal of the may- 
or—but he has decided not to do so, 
as he has been fairly checkmiated in a 
game of politics. It is represented 
from Albany that Governor Odell does 
not regard the appointment of Murphy 
as an affront. He does regard the 
choice of Devery as an insult to public 
sentiment. But he cannot consistently 
remove Mayor Van Wyck, because Van 
Wyck did not appoint Devery. If Odell 
removed Murphy, who did appoint, 
Devery, it would not help matters, be- 
cause Devery would remain deputy po- 
lice commissioner until Van Wyck ap- 
pointeq another chief. Whoever was 
appointed by Van Wyck would un- 
doubtedly retain Devery. 

The government of New York city 
may be bad enough as it is, but a 
change to republicanism would not bet- 
ter it. 
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What a Citizen Can Do. 
Congratulating General Felix Agnus 
upon his selection of a Georgia city 
from which to speak to the nation. The 
Constitution. joins with him in his 
tribute to the power of the private 
citizen, who, by timely protest, can 
estop the commission of a great na- 

tiona} wrong. | ~ 
When the navy department, by a 
stroke of the pen, determined to give 
Sampson credit for a battle which 
Schley had fought, it was the sturdy 
protest of General Agnus which stayed 
the deed. Giving 27 all the credit 


to which he may be entitled for his 
mobilization of the fleet, the fact yet 
remains that he did not fire a gun in 
the battle of Santiago. No matter what 
apposition there may have been to- 
ward giving Schley a chance to fight in 
that battle, fate decreed that the glory 
should be his nevertheless. The effort 
of Sampson to hide Schley in the as- 
sembly of subalterns was little short 
of a purpose to deceive the people, and 
they so regard it. The truth of his- 
tory will give the credit to Schley, and 
no manipulation of the records by the 
navy department can make Sampson 
victor of a battle in which he was not 
engaged. ' 

It is highly proper, therefore, to say, 
in the words of General Agnus, that 
“if Admiral Schley is promoted at all, 
he will be promoted above Admiral 
Sampson. If Sempson is promoted over 
Schley, it will be to give the lie to 
American history. This man Sampson 
is the pet of the nava] bureau, and then 
Secretary Long is very anxious to have 
him promoted over the man who did 
the fighting at Sentiago.”

The Church Lunch. 


The latest innovation in church work 
fs the gospel- lunch fmaugurated by 
Dr. Willis in the old church made fa- 
mous by Henry Ward Beecher. 

The pastor felt that he was not at- 
tracting the young, and that something 
should be done to reach them. This 
led to the decision that free lunch and 
religion should be mixed in the city of 
churches, and in Plymouth church at 
that. The inventors of the {dea won't 
call it “free lunch.” Trey term it 
“light collation,” which sounds better 
and is just as filling. For a long time 
Dr. Hillis has been straining to reach 
young people who have no church 
homes. His Sunday night sermons for 
several weeks have had this for an 
object, with the result that the historic 
church has invariably been filled with 
men and women under 30. But Dr. 
Hillis has all along felt that he should 
get into closer touch with these people, 
but how to do it was the question. 

This plan will probably have more 
support than that proposed by Dr. 
Rainsford a year or so ago, of having 
warm and palatable drinks served in 
the basement. He was sure that this 
would make an inroad into the redlight 
district, but it fell by the wayside. 

It seems to us that all these side 
issues are but trifling with the main 
question. The great motive power in 
religion is earnestness, and this must 
be based upon conviction. A man with 
a positive message to deliver and with 
the fire of zeal in his soul, will soon 
make himself felt, and become a power 
in the land. The _ refined lecturer 
pleases the ear, but the earnest and 
sledge hammer Moody can _ strike 
straight into the hearts of the people. 


An Insignificant Explanation. 

The criticism of the policy govern- 
ing Leland Stanford university makes 
it plain that a great educaticmal insti- 
tution cannot be run as a kitchen 
attachment. 

President Jordan, of the university, a 
little more politic than his colieagues, 
who were classed with the cook and 
the butler by Mrs. Stanford, feels 
called upon to enter a defense for that 
lady. He declares that Professor Ross 
was not dismissed because of his 
economic views, but because he was not 
“the proper man for the place he helt.” 
Yet his unfitness was not discovered 
until after the views had been ex- 
pressed. Then President Jordan en- 
ters the only excuse he had, and that 
was that “the responsibility for the 
correctness of this judgment belongs 
to the university authorities, and to 
them alone.”’ 

This explanation could have been 
given first as well as last, since 
whenever presented it amounts to a 
challenge to public opinion. It ‘s 
likely that President Jordan, after 
awhile, will realize that the public, 
which is asked to supply the students, 
will have something to say about both 
policy and curriculum. The usefulness 
of a university depends upon the repu- 
tation which it makes, and it is a poor 
introduction to present the new institu- 
tion of California as holding the same 
relation to Mrs. Stanford as is held by 
her doghouse and her stable. 
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The Innocent Onion. 

The innocent onion has become the 
occasion of making known to the world 
the growing estheticism of Chicago, 
which now plays’even with Boston for 
having inaugurated the anti-spitting 
ordinance. 

The street car excursionists of the 
Windy City have declared war against 
the onion.

GOV. RICHARD HOWLEY __~ 
OF SHORT TERM FAME 


NE of Georgia's revolutionary chief 
() magistrates to whom I would 

here briefly refer is Hon. Richard 
Howley. While his gubernatorial service 
was of almost infinitesima] duration, st¢ll, 
inasmuch as he constitutes a distinctive 
link in the chain of kindred common- 
wealth functionaries, he is entitled tu cur- 
sory mention. 

Born, as I understand, in ,St. John’s 
perish, subsequently comprised within the 
famous county of Liberty, about 1740, he 
was the recipient of a liberal education; 
he, after admission to the bar, forthwith 
attaining special eminence in his chosen 
professiou. Such, indeed, was his popu- 
larity in his native cownty that he was 
soon complimented vith political prefer- 
ment. He was, accordingly, selected as 
the accredited representative of historic 
Liberty in the house of assembly of the 
embattled but defiant commonwealth. 

Upon the fall of Sunbury in January, 
1779, and the occupation of southern Geor- 
gia by the British forces, Mr. Howley re- 
mcved to St. Paul’s parish, or, more prop- 
erly speaking, the county of Richmond, 
v herewith he, for a time, cast his sturdy 
destinies. His political influence in the 
new locality was speedily felt, and within 
a twelve-month. after his arrival, or early 
in January, 1780, he was advanced to the 
governmental headship of the patriot 
state. During the period of his official 
incumbency, advised that hostile fre- 
enfercements had been disembarked at 
Savannah, the undaunted executive there- 
upon issued a _ stirring proclamation to 
his beleaguered constituents. 

In his earrest appeal, while “command- 
ing and requiring the people to stand firm 
to their duty and exert themselves in 
support and defense of the great and 
glorious independency of the United 
States,’ they were urged “to remember 
with gratitude to heaven that the Al- 
mighty Ruler of human affairs hath been 
rleased to raise up the spirit and might 
of the two greatest powers in the world 
(France and Spain) to join with them and 
cppose and destroy the persecutor of their 
liberties and immunities.”’ 

During the brief executive tenure of 
Governor Hlowley the value of paper 
money became so depreciated that his ex- 
ecellency is said to have “dealt ii out by 
the quire for a night’s lodging for his 
party.”” Should it so chance “that the 
fare was anything extraordinary, the 
landlord was compensated with tw» 
quires.’” On such occasions, as we ars 
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told, the chief magistrate gravely signed 
a draft upon the state treasurer, made 
out in due form, for the specified delivery 
of this wholesale currency. 


Within a few days after his inauguration, 
aware of the defenseless condition’of Au- 
gusta, the then metropolis of the embat- 
tled commonwealth, the rujer saw fit to 
transfer the seat of government to 
Heard’s Fort, in Wilkes county. With 
the adjournment of Governor Howley and 
his executive council to that point on the 
5th of February, 1780, the designated re- 
moval was accomplished; the fort ir. ques- 
tion thereupon becoming the temporary 
capital of the distracted state. 

Br'ef was the official term of Governor 
Howley. A week or more after the above 
mentioned governmental transfer, his 
summary departure from his beloved 
commonwealth was necessitated. The im- 
pelling cause for this sudden relinguish- 
ment of his official responsibility was in- 
@uced by his desire to repair to Philadel- 
phia, with a view to taking his seat as a 
delegate in the continental congress. Ts 
that position he had recently been eléct- 
ed, and until some time in the sequent 
year were his valued ministrations satis- 
factorily continued. 

In the stormy Cays of 1781 the last nota- 
ble episode in the career of Governor 
Howley trenspired. It seems that some 
apprehension was then entertained lest 
it was the design of the national. con- 
clave to hopelessly abandon Georgia to 
the mercies of Great Britain. So soon as 
the possible arising of such a distressing 
contingency was suggested, our subject, 
in assoeiation with his congressional col- 
leagues, Hons. George Walton and Wil- 
liam Few, prepared and published a man- 
ly and earnest protest against such 4 
damnable and unpatriotic procedure. The 
remonstrance as thus submitted to the 
Philadelphia legislators was most effica- 
ciovs; and, as a result, doubtless, of tho 
cogency of the arguments as then ad- 
dvced, further talk involving Georgia's 
desertion by her American sisters forth- 
with ceased. 

Upon the termination of hostilities Gov- 
error Howley, returning to his Liberty 
county home, resumed the practice of his 
profession. Within a few months, how- 
ever, he deemed it expedient to transfer 
his citizenship to Savannah, Ga. Therc, 
late in December, 1784, the final summons 
came to cur illustrious subject; and in 
the extinguishment of the mortal lamp 
ef Hon. Richard Howley the sturdy gal- 
axy of Georgia's revolutionary patriots 
was prematurely depleted.

BIG LAND TRACT 


‘Bessions, of Cobb County, Writes That 
40,000 Acres Are Unreturned. 


FIGURES PROBABLY WRONG 


: 


Not Possible One-Fourth of the 
County Should Be Wild Land. 


TAX COLLECTOR WANTS TO SELL 


Comptoller Géiieral Says Colone) 
Sessions Myst Be Way Out in 
His Figures. 


+ Comptroller General W. A. Wright re- 
ceived yesterday from Colonel Moultrie 
M. Sessions, a Marietta attorney, a letter 
stating that there were #,000 acres of wild 
Jland in Cobb county unreturned for tax- 
ation, and asking as to the form of fi. fa. 
and legal requirements preliminary to ad- 
vertising and selling the property for 
taxes. 

This remarkable statement almost stag- 
gered the comptroller general. That there 
ehculd be 40,000 acres of wild land unre- 
turned in Cobb county, a section of thea 
state which is comparatively well pupu- 
lated, seems preposterous. That means 
more than sixty-two square miles, or 
about one-fourth of the entire area of the 
county. 

“I am gatisfied Colonel Sessions has 
made a mistake,” said the comptroller 
general. ‘‘The chances are he means; 4,000 
instead of 40,000 acres, though even 4,000 
would be a large amount for Cobb countv. 
Those lots, I think, are forty acres each. 
and with 4,000 < trere would be 100 
lots of wild lar unreturned. There is 
probably some unreturned wild land in 
the mountainous districts of Cobb county, 
though I should think most of ‘t would 
be valuable for the timber on it, if for 
nothing else, and that it would be return- 
ed on that account. But it cannot be that 
there is anything like 40,000 acres of land 
in Cobb county for which owners cannot 
be found.’’ 

Colonel Sessions had stated in his letter 
that the tax collector was desirous of 
advertising and selling this unreturne4 
property, and he wanted to know just 
how to proceed. The proceeding is some- 
what different from that of advertising 
and selling other property which is in 
default for taxes. Unreturned viild land 
must be advertised for ninety days in- 
stead of thirty as in other casés.’ The fi. 
fa. is issued against the land itself in- 
stead of against the property owner, and 


it directs the sheriff as to the advertise~ 


ment end sale of the property. The 
property owner has two years in which 
to redeem such property, whereas in cases 
of ordinary levy and sale he has only one 
year. 

The sheriff of Cobb county is evidently 
getting ready to clean up all the old 
scores. It seems that he wants to sell out 
all the property that has not been return- 
ed and on which taxes have not been paid. 
If Colonel Sessions’s figures are correct, 
there will be a gigantic land sale in Cobb 
within about three months from now.

DEATH OF DR. WILLIAM PARK. 


Brother of State Treasurer Park 
Was Well Know: Sanders- 
ville Editor. - 

Rev. William Park, D.D., brother of 
State Treasurer R. E. Park, and for 
twenty-five years editor and proprietor of 
The Sandersville Herald and Georgian, 
which has been published there since 1841, 
died at his home in Sandersville last 
Sunday night. 

Prior to assuming éditorial charge of 
The Herald, twenty-five years ago, Dr. 
Park was president of Le Vert college at 
Talbotton, Ga., and professor of ancient 
languages at Andrew college, Cuthbert, 
Ga. He was a devoted and eloquent 
minister for more than forty years, and 
his editorials and selections were known 
for there purity of sentiment and chaste- 
ness of language, their courtesy and 
Christian kindliness. Though he was bold 
and pronounced in his views uttered from 
the pulpit or through the editorial col- 
umns in the advocacy of temperance, ed- 
ucation, pure democracy and Christianity, 
nothing bitter, harsh or acrimonious ever 
emanated from his mouth or pen. 

Dr. Park was educated at the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, graduated in the class of 
1850. He received the degree of master of 
arts both from there and from Emory 
college, and Soule university, Texas, con- 
ferred Upon him the degree of doctor of 
divinity. He leaves a widow, four daugh- 
ters and one son. He was the eldiest 
brother of Dr. J. F. Park, L. M. Park, 
Mrs. M. C. Huntley, of LaGrange, Major 
John W. Park, Mrs. H. P. Blalock, of 
Greenville, and of State Treasurer R. E. 
Park, of Atlanta. He had passed three 
score and ten years of a pure, gentle and 
refined Christian life. The funeral will 
take place in Sandersville this morning 
at 10 o’clock. State Treasurer Park left 
the city last night to attend. 

Dr. Park’s daughter, Miss Willie Lee 
Park, has been ably editing The Herald 
for some months during the protracted 
iliness of her father.

He said that the old chivalry was the 
product of feudalism, while the new chiv- 
alry was the child of democracy. That it 
was not for the protection of poor and 
humble womanhood that the gallant 
knight set his lance in rest, but rather to 
attract the attention and win the favor 
of the women who, today, would rank 
as members of the 4%. Not defenseless 
innocence, but beayty and nobility receiv- 
ed the benefit of this chivalrous institu- 
tion. 

Mr. Richardson followed the progdess of 
woman in all branches of art and, indus- 
try, and stated that Georgia led the world 
in the advance movement looking to the 
higher education of woman. He charac- 
terized the first diploma issued by the 
Wesleyan Female college, of Macon, the 
first certificate of graduation ever issued 


to a woman by any college, as the “‘eman- 
cipation proclamation’ of woman: for it 
vas the formal declaration of the estab- 
lishment of a movement which would lift 
woman from the bonds of intellectual slav- 
ery. 

ihe lecturer paid a splendid tribute to 
the work of woman in journalism, stat- 
ing that he could remember the time when 
there was but one woman reporter on 
the staff of a representative newspaper in 
America. This woman was Minnie Mor- 
gan. of The New York Times, who was 
acknowledged as the best live stock re- 
porter in New York. He declared that 
women had enriched and adorned journal- 
ism and that there was not a leading 
paper in the country without its women 
editors and reporters. 

He followed the work of woman in liter- 
ature from the time when it was consider- 
ed unwomanly to be the author of a book 
and claimed that the works of women in 
the past hundred years were among the 
brightest gems in the world of letters. 

The lecturer concluded with a glowing 
tribute to Victoria and the other queens 
regnant of England.

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DEPOT HEARING = 
BEGUN IN COURT

Judge Lumpkin Hears Evidence

MANY AFFIDAVITS READ

Physicians Testify That Depot Is in 
Good Condition—Other Physi- 
cians Will Testify for City 
That the Depot Is 
Uasanitary. 


—_——_-— 


The hearing of the application of the 
railroads to permanently enjoin the board 
of health from removing the flooring 
of the union depot was begun yesterday 
morning before Judge J. H. Lumpkin in 
the superior court. The hearing began 
at 9:30 o’clock and adjourned at 2 o'clock, 
at which time the railroads were !mtro- 
ducing affidavit testimony. The case 
will be resumed this morning at 9:30 
o’clock and the indications are that it 
will be concluded tomorrow. 

The board of health began the work 
of tearing up the floor in the depot 
because it is alleged that _it is in an 
unsanitary condition and -a menace to 
health. The chief contention, of the rail- 
roads is that the flooring is in excellent 
condition and that the depot is perfectly 
sanitary. No evidence was introduced 
yesterday except by the railroads, and 
the effect of the affidavits was to show 
that, as far as the health of the city 
is concerned, there is no need whatever 
in removing the present flooring. 

When the case was opened the peti- 
tion of the railroads for an injunction 
was read. This petition has already been 
published in full and is in substance 
that the depot is in a sanitary condition 
and that the board of health exceeded 
its authority when it attempted to re- 
move the floor. The answer of the city 
was then read, denying the principal al- 
legations of the petition, stating that 
the depot is-in an unsanitary condition 
and cited a section of the city code to 
show that the board had not axceeded its 
authority. This section of the code reads 
as follows: 

T= y (board of health) shall have 
full power and authority to require 
the owner or occupant of a lot tn the 
city to remove or remedy anything 
on said lot. which, in the opinion of 
the board, may endanger the public 
health, and on the failure of the 
owner or occupant to remove or rem- 
edy the same, the board shall direct 
the chief sanitary inspector to do so 
at the cost of the*said owner or occu- 
pant. 

The railroads alse claim that the char- 


‘acter of flooring Mesired by the board 


of health would necessitate an expendi- 
ture of $20,000, but, the board contends 
that a satisfactory flooring could be 
constructed for a less amount. 
Physicians Testify. 

After the conclusion of the reading of 
the city’s answer the railroads began the 
introduction of affidavit testimony in an 
effort to prove the good sanitary con- 
dition of the depot. Affidavits were pre- 
sented from Drs. Knott, Nicolson, Elkin, 
Cooper and Harris and from Charles 
D. Spalding, W. W. Draper, G. T. Dodd, 
Henry Durand, President Wickersham, 
of the Atlanta and West Point railroad; 
Station Master Armstrong, Peter Man- 
gum, yardmaster of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad; Bud Kernodle, and 
others. In addition to the above, affi- 
davits were tendered from some of the 
employees of the railroads. 

Dr. Harris, who is an expert on bac- 
teria, gave evidence in, his affidavit to 
the effect that there are germs in the 
depot, but that Pryor, Peachtree and 
other streets contain germs in greater 
numbers than does the depot. Some of 
the other affiants testified that they had 
been in close proximity to the depot 
for a long period and that they had 
never detected any smell or noticed any 
other indication that would tend to the 
belief that the station is in an unsanitary 
condition. 

The city will begin the introduction 
of affidavit testimony today and will 
endeavor to prove that the nature of 
the depot flooring is such that water. 
grease, oll and other ingredients about 
the depot leak through the cracks in 
the flooring and that the soil of the 
ground underneath is such that the de- 
pot is rendered very unsanitary. Like 
the railroads, the city will also have 
expert testimony from physicians tend- 
ing to prove the unsanitary condition of 
the depot. This character of testimony 
is an interesting fduture of the hearing 
and the case. seems to be resolving it- 
self into the question of expert testimony 
vs. expert tgstimony. 

The railroads are represented by Dor- 
sey, Brewster & Howell and Payne & 
Tye, while City Attorney J. L. Mayson 
and Assistant City Attorney W. P. Hill 
appear for the city.

ROW OF OFFICERS 
ENDS HAPPILY 


Case Against Bailiff McConnell Dis- 
missed by Recorder. 


TRIAL IN THE POLICE COURT 


The Bailiff Will Withdraw the War- 
rant Agminst Officer Moon. 


MRS. LULA GREEN TELLS HER STORY 


The Policeman Ejected the Bailiff 
from a House While the Latter 
Was Making a Levy. 


The trouble between Policeman Z. D. 
Moon and Bailiff J. B. McConnell was ad- 
judicated in the recorder’s court yester- 
day afternoon, after the trial of the 
bailiff. 


Bailiff McConnell had gone to a house 
to make a levy and the policeman was 
called in, as some dispute had arisen. 
The policeman put the bailiff out of the 
house and made a case against him for 
disorderly conduct. The bailiff in the 
meantime had sworn out aie warrant 
against the policeman on the charge of 
obstructing an officer in the discharge of 
his duty. The affair occurred two weeks 
ago. 

Yesterday afternoon the bailiff was 
placed on trial. Mrs. Lula Green, of 101 
Madison avenue, testified that McConnell 
went to her house to levy on a carpet and 
that he acted very rudely, cursing her 
and saying he would tear the carpet from 
the floor. She said that McConnell would 
not listen to reason, although she offered 
to go and settle the bill at once. 

Patrolman Moon testified that a negro 
went after him, telling him that there 
was a row over the collection of a debt. 

“I went to the house,” stated the offi- 
cer, “not knowing who the woman was. 
I found her in tears with a babe in her 
arms and another clinging to her skirts. 
I heard her say that she was willing to 
settle the matter. I sympathized with 
the woman and'I told the bailiff and his 
friend that they would have to leave the 
house. I did push the bailiff out. I may 
have technically violated the law, but I 
believe I did right.’’ 

Bailiff McConnell stated that he did not 
curse, but that the woman cursed him. 

“I tried to act as nicely as I could,’’ he 
said. “I did not hear her say she would 
settle. I had to make a levy on a carpet 
and I wanted to perform my duty the 
best I knew how. I sent after the offi- 
cer myself. I was pushed from the house 
by the policeman.”’ 

Recorder Broyles consulted with all 
parties concerned, and the case against 
the bailiff was dismissed with the under- 
standing that the warrant against Officer 
Moon would be withdrawn. 

The recorder advised the police and the 
bailiff to act in harmony, as both were 
officers trying to enforce the law. 


WAS WON BY REIDSVILLE. 


People of Tatnall County Voted 
Against Change in the 
County Seat. 

The returns from the election held in 
Tatnall county last Wednesday on the 
question as to whether the county seat 
should be removed from Reidsville, the 
present site, were received ysterday at 

the office of the secrtary of state. 

Reidsville won, and the county seat 
will not be removed. It was expected 
that there would be five or six candidates 
for the place, but it appears only three 
were voted for. Reidsville received 976 
votes, Midway, between Hagan and Claz- 
ton, received 635 and Collins, which was 
at one time considered Reidsville’s most 
formidable opponent, received only 237 
votes. 

It will be seen from the foregoing that 
Reidsville received more votes than the 
other two candidates combined. To have 
removed the county seat from Reidsville 
it would have required that two-thirds of 
the number of votes cast be in favor of 
the successful candidate.

Havana Makes for January Best 
Showing in Twelve Years. 


ONLY 476 DEATHS IN THE CITY 


Report Indicates Great Improve- 
ment in the Sanitary Condi- 
tions There. 


The Constitution has received from 
Havana, Cuba, a copy of the monthly re- 
port of Major and Surgeon W. C. Gorgas, 
chief sanitary officer of the depirtment of 
Cuba, for the month of Janvary, to th>2 
edjutant general of the department. 

This report shows considerable sanitary 
improvement in the island, particularly in 
Havana, which suffered from such bad 
eanitary arrangements before the United 
States took hold of it. 

“The sanitary improvement heretofore 
roted continues during this month,” says 
the report. “It will be seen that the 
number of deaths, 476, is the smallest that 
Tras occurred in any January in Havana 
in the last twelve years, the next lowest 
being that of January, 1890, when we had 
456 deaths; the highest being that of Jan- 
uary, 1897, when we had 1,556 deaths and 
@n average of 829 deaths. We have, there- 
fcre, ten less than the smallest, 1.080 less 
than the largest and 353 less than the 
average. 

“In comraring the death rate, we make 
a still better showing. The rate for this 
mcnth, 22.75, is considerably less than the 
lowest for the past twelve years, 1894 be- 
ing the next lowest with a rate of 27.36, 
In 1899, as shown by the report, we had a 
rate for this rronth of 63.84, In 1900 23.50 
and this month 22.74. The rate for last 
year was 24.40. 

“Yellow fever has cecreased from 62 to 
#4, and the deaths from this cause from 
20 to 7. 

“The number of deaths is kept up by 
the increase among the deaths from tu- 
berculosis, which about balances the de- 
crease in deaths from fevers. 

“While there has been a considerable 
decrease in the immigration as compared 
with December, it is about the same as 
during last January. 

“Compared with last month, the number 
ef births is greatly decreased. This is 
apparent, however, as the larger aumber 
last month was due to the fact that a 
great many children bern in the previous 
months and during the war wero register- 
ed to comply with the law. 

“It may be noticed that the number of 
Geaths in the cemeteries is larger than 
This

Works Department. 


TEN DAYS IS THE LIMIT 


Pavements May Be Fixed by City’s 
Hands, Property Owners Pay- 
ing Expense of Work. 


Pursuant to instructions from cout.cil, 
Commissioner of Public Works Collier 
yesterday began the work of notifying 
citizens to repair sidewalks in front of 
their property. These notices are being 
delivered by hand, and people living on 
the principal streets will be notified first. 
Peachtree and Whitehall strects were the 
ores visited yesterday by the commis- 
sioner’s agents. 

ach property owner has ten days in 
which to make these repairs. In the 
event the repairs are not made in that 
time, the city hands do the work and the 
rroperty owner is assessed the exact cost 
of the improvements. 

The following is a copy of the notics be- 
ing sent out: 

Allow me to call your atter.tion to the fol- 
lowing sections of the revised city code of 
1899: 

Section 1058. It shall be the duty of all 
owners of property in the city, in front of 
which the sidewalks have been paved, to keep 
such sidewalks in good repair, and to do such 
repairing and other work as may be necessary 
to keep the same in good, smooth condition. 

Section 1059. It shall be the duty of all occu- 
pants of improved property and owners of va- 
cant property, in front of which the sidewalks 
have been paved, to keep such sidewalks clean, 
and to do such sweeping and scraping as may 
be necessary to remove clay, dirt and trash 


therefrom, and to render the same passable, | 


comfortable and sightly. 

I am directed by his honor, the mayor, to en- 
force the above sections. 

It is very necessary to give the sidewalks of 
the city a general overhauling, both for the ap- 
pearance of the city and for the safety of 
pedestrians. I trust in this much needed im- 
provement I may have the co-operation of all 
property holders. It is your privilege to have 
the work done within the prescribed limit of 
ten days. If you prefer the city having the 
work done for you, the expenses shall be kept 
down tothe minimum. (We will charge only 
actual cost of material and labor, and the 
work made uniform. The bricks have, in many 
places, worn unevenly, and yet not worn out. 
At such places we will reverse the brick and 
make the bottom the new wearing surface. 
thus almost doubling the life of the brick, with 
only the Gost of sand and labor to the property 
holder. 


The grass plots heretofore left between the 


sidewalk and curbing must be neatly sodded, or 
the paving extended ont to the curbing. 

Since the cost of sodding and keeping the 
same trimmed falls upon the property owner, 
I believe it would be more satisfactory at this 
time to have these spaces paved. 

In order that you may have time to decide 
whether you will do the work above designated 
or have the city do it, I will name —————- as 
the day on which we will begin the general re- 
pairing of the city’s sidewalks. If by this date 
the work has not been done, I will suppose you 
wish the city to do it for you. 

This notice applies to all sidewalks, whether 
made of brick, stone or cement. 

Where alleyways cross sidewalks, the same 
must be paved with belgian blocks or granite 
cubes, and not with bricks. Very respectfully,

am RS. A. E. BUCK, wife of our 

M\ Imnited States minister to Japan, 
ie was the guest of honor at the At- 
Womn’s club yesterday. afternoon, and for 
over an hour enthralled with interest the 
large audience assembled to meet her 
with her interesting and graphic descrip- 
tion of Japanese life, customs and'prog- 
ress: ; 

Addressing club women, she appropri- 
ately talked first of the club movement 
among the Japanese women, and quite 
surprised her hearers by the statement 
that both the women’s clubs in Tokio, 
Japan were organized by men. “proving 
that the Japanese men are more progres~- 
sive than many American men,” observed 
Mrs. Buck, “for it is by no means un- 
usual to hear opposition on the part of 
our men to women’s clubs.” 

The first club, organized seven or eight 
years ago, is composed entirely of Jap- 
anese women, with the exception of two 
Americans, the Misses Prince, who are 
called American promoters, and who di- 
rect the literary classes of the sixty mem- 
bers. according to the most up to date 


methods. 

Of the second club, Mrs. Buck told a 
most intersting story. She, with two 
ladies, members of the British legation, 
at the instigation of a Japanese noble- 
man of progressive spirit, organized the 
club which, as yet, is confined to literary 
and social interests. It is limited te 
sixty members, over half of whom are 
Japanese women of the patrician class, 
and the other foreigners. The first meet- 
ings took place at the home of the Brit- 
ish legation, but as the minister of Great 
Britain was a bachelor and not always 
ready to open his house to the ladies, 
the meetings after the first days of the 
club were. at the home of the United 
States minister. There are addresses 
made at each meeting, but necessarily 
short ones, for in case the speaker is 
English, what he or she says must be 
translated into Japanese, while the 
scholarly of the Japanese who address 
the club have their interpretation, too. 

The meetings conclude with an infor- 
mal reception, when tea is served, and 
the Japanese ladies and their foreign 
friends become acquainted over the ‘“‘na- 
tional beverage.”’ 

The fact that the Japanese women have 
always led a secluded life, and are just 
now giving evidence of that progressive 
spirit which will ultimately take them 
more out of the home, Mrs. Buck ex- 
plained, in no way has limited their phil- 
anthropic spirit. The empress, who has 
adhered almost without exception to all 
the customs of seclusion, is nevertheless 
@ woman abreast of the progressive 
movements of the time, and is a leader 
in all philanthropic work, especially that 
associated with the hospitals. She per- 
sonally inspects the government hospitals 
once @ year, making it a point to speak 
to each and every patient. On one oc- 
casion when in attendance at the annual 
meeting of the hospital in which she was 
particularly interested, she learned of a 
debt that there was no visible meauys of 
paying, and she impulsively remarked: “TI 
will give all that my purse contained.” 

The minister of the royal household who 
was nearby and familiar with the finances 
of the empress warned her :t would be 
some time before the purse would be re- 
plenished, but she acted on her first im+ 
pulse, and gave all that she had. 

It was the empress, too, who two years 
ago sent to the Biennial in Denver two 
Japanese ladies of birth and culture that 
they might study the methods of Amcri- 
car women in organized effort. These 
two eastern ladies subsequently visited 
London, and were honored guests there 
at the International Council of Women. 

The empress has given substantial en- 
couragement and aid to the establishment 
of the Red Cross work in Japan, there 
being at lease 75,000 people members of the 
organization in that country. 

The empress founded the largest female 
institute in Japan, which, however, is at- 
tended only by the daughters of the nobil- 
ity, or those of the most prominent of the 
people, the class distinctions in Japan 
making it impossible for the daughters of 
the patrician element to attend the pub- 
lic schools, though the latter afford the 
same advantages as do those schools pat- 
ronized by the higher classes exclusively. 

Mrs. Buck had the unusual honor of an 
invitation to the commencement exercises 
of the school founded by the empress, and

most part were an exhibition of the out- 
of door sports of the young women, and 
their gymnastic drills. The kindergarten 
classes,, too, presented a charming pro- 
gramme, and in discussing the curriculum 


fof the institute Mrs. Buck stated that: it 


included not only the higher branches of 
education, but that the young women were 
taught to cook and to sew, and all the 
principles of hame science. ee 

In further discussion of the educational 
facilities for the middle and lower classes, 
the progress of the Japanese people was 
again proven in the fact that they accept 
the kindergarten as the basic principle of 
education, and have incorporated the kin- 
dergarten in their system of government 
schools. Compulsory education is a law, 
and the poorest of the poor in all parts 
of the country can read and write. 

Then Mrs. Buck charmed her hearers 
with her vivid descriptions of the impe- 
rial garden parties, the one occurring in 
the spring and called the “‘cherry blos- 
som” garden party, the other being given 
in November and called the chrysanthe- 
mum garden party. 

The former takes place at the cherry 
blossom palace situated on the banks 
of Tokio bay, and so called because of 
the luxurious growth on that particular 
site of the cherry blossom trees. These 
trees, however, yield no fruit, and have 
performed their oniy duty when with 
their soft tinted fluttering blossoms 
they burst forth in the spring. It is 
when at the height of their beauty the 
emperor and empress’ received their 
guests there. The guests include, be- 
sides Japanese’ nohility, the diplomatic 
corps and the officers of the, army and 
navy. All the guests must be assembled 
before the arrival of the emperor and 
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that the 28th day of February had been 
set aside in the county schools as garden 
day, and that the children of the county 
schools all over the state would plant 
vegetables and flower seed about their 
schools houses. 

The gnovement is under the auspices of 
the farm and garden comrznittee of the 
state federation, the ladies of the commit- 
tee having furnished the necessary sceds 
to the various clubs.

country, the Belgian minister now rank~° 


ing first. As many of the ministers are 
bachelors, Mrs. Buck was the third lady 
in the diplomatic line, and consequently 
third to be received at the imperial gar- 
den parties or any function where the 
diplomatic corps is assembled. 

The emperor and empress receive their 
guests at these garden parties in a pic- 
turesque pavilion.and are surrounded 
by the members of the royal honsehold. 
After the reception, refreshments about 
the same as are furnished on similar 
occasions in any country are served at 
little tables. The royal party is. seated 
at a table to themselves and when they 
rise to depart all the guests again ‘“‘line 
up’’ on either side of the carriage way 
and stand with bowed heads till royalty 
is lost sight of. 

Similar customs govern the chrysan- 
themum garden party in the fall, when 
that flower is at the zenith of its glory. 
It is not so large as our cultivated flower 
by that name, but of equally varied tint, 
and Mrs. Buck recalled seeing at one of 
the garden parties from six to nine hun- 
dred blooms on one stalk. 

In one of the public gardens there 
is given a chrysanthemum show every 
fall, when the figures of distinguished 
people and scenes from familiar dramas 
are presented in potted flowers, the bodies 
being carried out in flowers, while the 
faces are shown lifelike in wax. 

Mrs. Buck here touched upon the flower 
arrangement of Japan, an interesting 
article about which appeared in Sunday’s 
edition of The Constitution. 

Art in Japan is cultivated among all 
Classes, the popular style being what 
we call the free hand drawing, though 
it is done in colors there. One artist 
frequently employed by the diplomatic 
corps to amuse their guests after dinner 
would attach his#pencil to his nose, his 
elbow, or holding it in his mouth, sketch 
off hand the guests pointed out to 
him. 

A woman artist frequently favored by 
invitation to the imperial household 
works with wonderful rapidity and has a 
large class from among the young wo- 
men of the nobility. 

Mrs. Buck witnessed all the functions 
attending the marriage of the crown 
prince, who, at the age of twenty-one, 
married a princess of seventeen, the 
marriage being arranged by a commis- 
sion appointed to look into all such 
delicate matters in royal life. 

The “royal duck hunt” is a form of en- 
tertainment by which the diplomatic 
corps are initiated Mto one of the favor- 
ed Japanese sports. 

The guests are conveyed in boats from 
a certain point in the bay of Tokio to 
the imperial pleasure site, where the 
wild ducks are ensnared by decoy ducks 
into the position where they can be 
caught. 

The guests are furnished with nets and 
in smal] parties are led noiselessly to the 
most propitious point for the hunt. Then 
when the ducks, alafmed, arise from the 
water they are covered by the nets and 
drawn in. Mrs. Buck confessed she had 
not proven an adept, having caught in 
her net but one duck, though Colonel 
Buck was the proud possessor of seven 
ducks on the last royal hunt he attended. 

These hunts concluded with an elegant 
luncheon presided over by a member of 
the royal household.

WIDOW SUES FOR INSURANCE 


Case Against Preferred Accident In- 
surance Company. 


MRS. WYATT ASKS FOR $15,000 


Her Husband, Bascom Wyatt, Killed 
by Discharge of Pistol in a 
Railroad Car. 


Throvugn Attorneys Eugene R. Biack 
and John L. Hopkins & Sons, Mrs. Laura 
R. Wyatt filed suit in the city court yes- 
terday against the Preferred Accident In- 
surance Company, of New York, for 
$10,000, the an’ount of a policy held by 
ber husband, Bascom L. Wyatt, who was 
killed by the discharge of a pistol while 
traveling on the Western and Atlantic 
1ailroad from Marietta to Atlanta on Au- 
gust Ist, last. ° 

On December 13, 189%, Mr. Wyatt took 
out an accident policy in that company 
for the sum of $5,000. This policy stipu- 
lated that in case death occurred from 
accidental means «‘hile the insured was 
r-cing in a vehicle provided by a common 
carrier and propelled by steam, electricity 
or cable, the company should pay to the 
aes of the deceased $10,000 instead of 

The death of Mr. Wyatt will be well 
remembered. He was found dead in one 
of the Western ard Atlantic coaches upon 
the arrival of the train in the city. He 
had hung up his ceat, and his pistol was 
in the inside pocket. The pistol was fired 
in some unaccountable way, the ball en- 
tering the head, and death probably fol- 
lowed almost instantly. The pistol bal! 
made a hole through the coat of the de- 
ceased, indicating that it had been dis- 
charged by striking against the wood- 
verk of the car. 

The company has refused to pay the 
claim, and will probably put up the de- 
fense that the deceased committ2d suicide. 
The plaintiff, on the other hand, will con- 
tend that the cause of death was purely 
accidental; that there is no ground what- 
ever for the suicide theory, and abso- 
lutely no evidence to support it, but that 
all the evidencs clearly shows that the 
pisto] was eccidentally discharged. 

In addition to the amcunt of the policy, 
the plaintiff also asks the court to award 
her damages in the sum of $2,500 as pro- 
vided under the laws of Georgia when a 
company refuses unreasonably to pay a 
claim, and also $2,500 attorneys’ fees. The 
total amount sued for, therefore, is $15,000, 


WILL KEEP STREETS CLEAN 


Committee Would Superintend Cer- 
tain Excavating. . 


THE ORDINANCE IS FAVORED 


New Ordinance Recommended in Re- 
gard to Stoppage of Street Cars 
at Crossings. 


‘The ordinance committee of council yes- 
terday approved the ordinance of Coun- 
cilman Barrett providing that certain ex- 
cavations being made within the city 
limits shall be under the direction of 
the public improvements committee. 

The sole intent of the ordinance is to 
prevent the streets from being littered 
with dirt. Mr. Barrett appeared before 
the committee and stated that his or- 
dinance was not designed to work any 
hardship on any one, but was merely to 
protect the-streets. 

The committee also favored the ordi- 
nance of the same councilman regulating 
the running of cars on streets having 
parallel tracks, when passing other cars 
not in motion. The author of the ordi- 
nance stated that while there was an ex- 
isting ordinance which was thought to 
cover the matter, yet his ordinance would 
eliminate any douht on the subject. 

“This ordinance,’’ said he, ‘‘not enly 
protects the citizens, but also protects the 
street car companies, for in protecting 
the people we prevent accidents, and the 


companies are thus relieved of damage 
s 


suite«.*’ 


The following is the text of the ordi- 
nance: 


Section 1. Be it ordained by the mayor anu 
general council, That hereafter all conductors, 
motormen and other pefsons in charge of, 
operating or runping any electric or other 
street cars in the city of Atlanta, on any street 
on which there are two or more parallel tracks, 
shall and they are hereby required on ap- 
proaching cross streets,.or other stopping points 
or stations, when another car on the parallel 
track is either stopping at, approaching or in 
the act of leaving said cross street or stopping 
place, to stop their cars a rufficient time to 
allow the passengers alighting from said other 
car, to clear and cross the street without dan- 
ger, or to be warned of the approach of said 
car. > 

Sec. 2. Any of the above persons violating the 
provisions of this ordinance shall be punished 
by the recorder by a fine not exceeding $100, or
